The  supply  authority  to  the  area  is  North  Derbyshire  ‘i/ater  Board. 


a.  (i)  Bulk  supplies  of  treated  v/ater  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board 
provide  the  source  of  v/ater  for  the  majority  of  the  area.  Numerous 
small  springs  supply  the  remainder  of  the  area. 

The  supply  from  Derwent  Valley  has  proved  satisfactory  in 
Bacteriological  quality. 


Since  its  formation  the  Board  has  endeavoured  to  chlorinate  the 
s''^ring  waters  wherever  possible,  pending  their  elimination. 

(ii)  The  quantity  proved  adequate,  no  restrictions  being  imposed. 

b.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board's 

Laboratories.  All  rav;,  treated  and  distributed  v/aters  are  examined  at  least 
monthly.  The  total  number  of  examinations  involved  in  19^4  v/ere:-

FOOD  IRElMISNS 

Regular  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  past  year . In 
addition  to  the  figures  shown  in  the  report  appended  (which  figures  do  _^t  include 
the  numbers  for  re-inspections  found  necessary)  some  75  public  houses  and  other 
catering  establishments  were  inspected  during  the  year.  These  figures  show  an 
increased  rate  over  previous  years.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  fifty -one 
occupiers  of  all  types  of  food  premises  were  required  to  carry  out  repairs  or 
improvements  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  four  occupiers  of  food  premises  voluntarily  closed  rather  than  carry  out 
remedial  works.
